Dear Sir: You will find by the enclosed state- . 


ment that the distribution on account of railroad 
tax is less than in 1910. The reason for this is that 
the tax on the Grand Trunk Railroad for 1911 has 
not been adjusted, and therefore no apportionment 
could be made. 

In 1910 the towns on the line of the road re- 
ceived the proportion of the tax as assessed, $37,- 
044.00, while the payment on account of that tax 
was only $10,000.00. 

The matteris under consideration now; but no 
decision has been reached as to the amount the state 
may receive. It is possible that the places receiving 
their tax last vear may be asked at some future time 
to reimburse the state for a part of the amount.

than received in 1910. This amount, to which we. 
are entitled, added to our assets, would make a de- 
cided improvement in the figures.
